Over five thousand five hundred dollars were collected last night by the McGill Red Feather 
Blilzers. Chairman Jim Wright congratulated the canvassers, saying that although the target of 
seven thousand dollars had not been reached, this year's blitz was definitely a big success. 



AlthouEh there were more can- 
vassers this year than last, the 
area covered was considerably 
smaller. Close to debt hundred 
and fifty students showed upv — 
enough to fill thirteen busses. Of 
these, about six hundred were 
from McGill, the remainder from 
Sir George. The fircatcr propor- 
tion — five hundred — were fra- 
ternity members. 

After the canvassers rcasscm- 
hied at tlic Armoury, Jim Wriglit 
thanked all those who helped to 
make the Blitz such a great suc- 
cess. 

Welcome 

W c 1 c 0 in i n g the 850 Red 
Feather Ulitzers Rathercd on the 
lower campus, Dr. H. llocke 
Robeitson, Principal and Vice- 
Chancellor, said lie was delighted 
to see such a large crowd present 
and added that lie gave the can- 
vassers liis best wishes for the 
campaign. 

Also endorsing the Blitz were 
Helen C. Reynolds, Warden of 
live, and C. P. Ileeny, General 
Campaign Chairman. Hugh Quet- 
ton of the Campaign encouraged 
students to ask for generous don- 
ations. "Don't be afraid to ask 
for more money," he instructed. 
He pointed out that tliose can- 
vassing in the French section of 
the city would be provided willi 
specially issued pamphlets in 
French to hand local residents. 

Eight trumpeters lieralded the 
closing of the speeches as the 
students climbed aboard the 13 
MTC buses provided for the 
event. 

Large area blitzed 

This fall McGill was to under- 
take the project alone, without 
the help of Sir George Williams 
which canvassed with the uni- 
versity; in previous Red Feather 
campaigns. Blitzed, by McGill 
students was much of the area

. Ahuntsic. as far east as Dclori- 
mier and south of St Michel and

The area north of Mount Royal 
to Van Home and between Park 
Ave. and St Urbain St. was an- 
other canvassed. In the Côte des 
Neiges area, St. Kevin, Linton, 
and Barclay Aves. were bUtzcd 
by the University students, as 
well as Verdun, east of Desmar- 
chais Blvd., and a large part uf 
the Cdte St Paul dbtrict .

Speaking of the campaign in 
general, E.P.. Heeny explained 
that the organization had a very 
large objective this year.

Eight hundred students 
participated in the drive which 
had failed to reach the $9,000 ob- 
jective. 

The students found that their 
reception at most doors was very 
warm. One FVcshettc received a 
donation at every door, while 
others who had canvassed on pre- 
vious years said that more people 
gave donations, although the size 
seemed to have decreased. 

Chairman Wright said that he 
was gratified at the wonderful 
turnout and that he only wished 
they had undertaken to canvass 
a larger area. He thanked the Sir 
George Williams students for 
their part in the endeavour, and 
gave awards to the winning fra-

All in a Good Cause 

The Union trembled under an unpre- 
cedented attack yesterday. In the vanguard 
was a trickle of theatre buffs, which con- 
gealed into a solid, union-lobby-shaped 
mass of bodies by the time Film Society 
tickets went on sale at 8:40. Order, was 
restored by 11, but the respite was brief. 
Eager hor<Jes stormed the building on the 
stroke .of noon as WUSHBE (the Women's 
Union Second Hand Book Exchange) opened. 
Channelled into the Lounge, book-buyers 
soon began to overflow and latecomers 
were stopped at the front door and told 
lo come back, in two hours. ^ 

The< enthusiasm of these indefatigable 
pursuers of self-improvement, some of 
whom waited in various lines for more 
than on hour, was a refreshing sight. When 
contrasted with the usual turnouts at less 
profitable events, such as Blood Drive, it is 
also a rather discouraging one. 

With all due respect to the two very 
worthy organizations concerne f. in today's 
massive turnout — and they are worthy; 
one source of regret is that the Film Society 



has not extended its civilizing influence by 
scheduling screenings for the 652-seat 
humanities building oudilorium, rather than 
the PSCA (less than 400 seats) this year — 
one suspects that a fairly large percentage 
of today's crowd was motivated more by 
the prospect of buying a lot for very little, 
than by a pure desire of self-improvement. 

Awesome —, if impractical — schemes 
suggest themselves. Demand a Red Cross 
blood donor's card as well as o student cord 
from every potential film society mernber, 
for example. 

Qualifying eligibility for tickets and books 
in any such way is obviously an unjustifi- 
able ..restriction of student rights. But when 
Blood Drive opens students might remember 
the amount of time they were v/illing to 
wait to buy inexpensive books and tickets. 
Half an hour listening to compus enter- 
tainers and sipping cokes os you donate a 
pint of blood is certainly no more of a 
hardship. McGill offers benefits to its stu- 
dents by making film societies and book 
sales available. It also demands that they 
recognize and fulfill .responsibilities to 
society, in less readily available coin. 



Dust to Dust 

About a decade ago — or maybe it was 
lost year — yesterday, we attended a lecture 
in B250. The fact that tha lecturer could 
hardly be heard or. seen from seats located 
iaehind the ancient, streetcar rail supporting 
the roof was inconsequentiol. The honour 
of being permitted to attend o lecture in 
this, the granddaddy of all lecture halls, 
more than made up for thesa small incon- 
veniences. After all, Nvhere can one find a 
room better suited for academic concentra- 
tion? The sands and dust of the soles of 
great McGill scholars of the post century 
still blanket the floor while the perspiration 
of these same students glosses the benches. 

Where else can one ses row upon row 
of antique park benches, some .vf whose 
writing supports have collapsed under the 
strain of a scholar's busy arm, and which 
out of respect to his dedication hove never 
been replaced? Those who now sit in these 
seats must feel a warm glow inside knowing 
why they must balance their books on their 
knees. ' •

tributes to the quiet air of study and the 
whole hall is sufficiently illuminated to 
moke all the aforementioned features in- 
stantly self-evident. Oh yes, dan't miss the 
only fresh bit of paint — it spails out "No 
Smoking".
